OTS Traffic Safety Survey, September 2010

The survey results include responses from 1,671 drivers age 18 and over, at 60 gas stations in 15 counties
throughout California. Surveys were conducted in counties in northern, central and southern geographic
regions. Counties in Northern California included San Francisco, Alameda, Santa Clara, Contra Costa,
Sacramento, Placer and San Mateo. Counties in Central California included Fresno and Kern, while Southern
California counties included Los Angeles, Riverside, San Bernardino, Orange, San Diego, and Ventura. The
respondents were approached randomly by surveyors, who selected every other person that appeared to be a
driver of a car and appeared to be over 18 years of age.
